Where things stand 


► The southeast LRT corridor was approved by 
council in December 2009. 

► The line will take an estimated 46,000 daily 
riders from Mill Woods to downtown in 20 to 
25 minutes. 

► Along the way will be stops at Mill Woods 
Town Centre, Grey Nuns Hospital, Bonnie 
Doon Mall and Muttart Conservatory. 

► Funding options will be presented on Friday 
alongside the plans for southeast, west and 
downtown connector LRT concepts. 


Residents of the Cameron Avenue Housing 
Cooperative are concerned that their 
homes could be in danger because of the 
proposed southeast LRT line. 

Plans have the line running under 95 
Street, below the co-op, which has been 
home to 14 low-income families for five 
years. 

“We’re not opposed to the LRT expan¬ 
sion,” said Gilbert Da Silva, co-op president. 
“But they’re not moving forward in a really 
healthy, safe way.” 

Residents are concerned with how well 
the building, built in the 1970s at 95 Street 
and 100 Avenue, will stand up to the con¬ 
struction. 

Some are even concerned about possible 
expropriation. 

“Until they do the structural analysis, 
they don’t know whether or not this build¬ 
ing is going to have to go down or not,” 
said Bill Moore-Kilgannon, president of the 
Riverdale Community League. 

The community league has written a let¬ 


ter to mayor and council, asking for a struc¬ 
tural engineering analysis to be undertak¬ 
en prior to the plan getting final approval. 

City transportation officials will attend a 
meeting at the Riverdale Community 
League (9231-100 Ave.) tonight at 7 p.m.

Every Sunday, those less 
fortunate gather in the 
parking lot of St. Cather¬ 
ine Elementary and Junior 
High School to see what 
they can find in the We 
Care Marketplace.

MLA Sherman 
hires lawyer 


A member of the Alberta 
legislature who was boot¬ 
ed from the govermnent 
caucTis for publicly criticiz¬ 
ing the state of health care 
is rattling a legal sabre. 

Dr, Raj Sherman says he 
is angry with what he calls 
a smear campaign against 
him and has hired lawyer 
Brian Beresh over state¬ 
ments made by some 
members of Alberta’s med¬ 
ical community. 

The head of the Alberta 
Medical Association has 
already apologized for ask¬ 
ing colleagues to “look out" 
for the well-being of Sher¬ 
man. who is also an emer¬ 
gency room physician. 

Sherman contends it’s 
an attempt to discredit 
him as mentally unstable. 

Beresh told a pro¬ 
medicare rally in Edmon¬ 
ton Saturday that he has 
already written letters ask¬ 
ing for apologies over

“Dr. Sherman believes 
he became the subject of a 
whisper campaign, and 
then a public campaign to 
destroy his good reputa¬ 
tion — a familiar refrain — 
attack the messenger be¬ 
cause the message is too 
uncomfortable,” Beresh 
said. 

“As a result of what has 
occurred to Dr. Sherman, 
I will immediately com¬ 
mence an investigation 
into the events of the last 
30 days to determine if 
there has been a conspira¬ 
cy against my client.”

Residents bring

A plan is underway to re¬ 
claim a lost space in Ed¬ 
monton, 

The alley that runs east 
to west behind Sobey’s on 
103 Street to Beaver Hills 
Park isn’t much but some¬ 
where to walk right now. 
but if a group of Edmonto¬ 
nians have anything to do 
with it. it’s going to be¬ 
come a destination. 

Three groups who sepa¬ 
rately discuss ways to 
make Edmonton a more 
attractive city have joined 
forces on the project. 

Michael Phair, co-ordi¬ 
nator of Edmonton on the 
Edge, said this is the first 
time the group has gone 
beyond discussion. 

“Back in the early 
spring we decided to try to 
initiate a project beyond a 
speaker," said Phair. “We 
brought in a speaker (to 
talk about) small spaces 
and it led to a charette of 
40 people who walked 
around through alleys in 
the area.” 

The group of downtown 
residents, business people 
and designers decided on 
the location for the project 
and brought their plans 
forward for public feed-

Some suggestions 
left behind yesterday in¬ 
clude using the area for 
outdoor movies, concerts, 
art competitions and a 
community garden. 

“It would be nice if 
there were a reason to 
linger in it," said Chris 
Chan, who frequently uses 
the alley as a walkway. “It’s 
kind of neat, but there’s no 
reason to stay there.”

Saudis lax on 
terror cash: Docs 


O Leaks say Taliban gets more funding from Gulf donors 
than drug trade O Officials sluggish in cracking down

Saudi Arabia has made 
“important progress” in 
aggressively tiying to cur¬ 
tail the flow of funds to 
terrorist groups, but the 
oil rich kingdom and its 
Gulf Arab neighbours still 
remain major sources of 
financing for militant 
movements like al-Qaida 
and the Taliban, according 
to leaked U.S. government 
documents. 

The findings, detailed 
in a series of internal U.S. 
diplomatic cables span¬ 
ning a period of several 
years, paint a stark pic¬ 
ture of Washington's chal¬ 
lenges in convincing key 
allies of the need to clamp 
down on terror funding, 
much of which is believed 
to stem from private 
donors in those nations. 

But the cables, obtained 
and released by Wik¬ 
iLeaks, also offer a win-

dow into the delicate bal¬ 
ancing act Gulf govern¬ 
ments must perform in 
cracking down on extrem¬ 
ist sympathizers while not 
running afoul of religious 
charitable duties and cast¬ 
ing themselves as U.S. 
stooges before an increas¬ 
ingly skeptical populace. 

“While the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia takes seri¬ 
ously the threat of terror¬ 
ism within Saudi Arabia, 


it has been an ongoing 
challenge to persuade Sau¬ 
di officials to treat terror¬ 
ist financing emanating 
from Saudi Arabia as a 
strategic priority,” reads a 
2009 memo from Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Rod¬ 
ham Glinton. 

The cable said that 
while the kingdom has be¬ 
gun to “make important 
progress on this front ... 
donors in Saudi Arabia 
constitute the most signif¬ 
icant source of funding to 
Sunni terrorist groups 
worldwide.” 

Saudi Arabia, the home¬ 
land of most of the Sept. 
11 hijackers, has repeated¬ 
ly come under fire from 
the U.S. for its sluggish re¬ 
sponse to cracking down 
on terror financing. 

It has also been criti¬ 
cized for its reluctance to 
confront the fiery rhetoric 
espoused by some of its 
hardline clerics which is 
seen as either directly or 
indirectly fueling extrem¬ 
ism.

Musicians get hacked 


TXvo young German com¬ 
puter hackers allegedly 
stole pop songs from Lady 
Gaga, Justin Timberlake, 
KeSha and Kelly Clarkson, 
selling them online and 
forcing the advanced re¬ 
lease of several singles, of¬ 
ficials said Friday, 

An 18-year-old high 
school student from Duis¬ 
burg, and his alleged ac¬ 
complice, a 23-year-old 
unemployed man from 
Wesel, are under investiga¬ 


tion for using a TVoJan 
Horse to hack into the 
artists’ computers for 
about 12 months before 
being discovered, Duis¬ 
burg chief proseaitor Rolf 
Haferkamp told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

During that time, they 
earned more than $13,240 
in illegal sales of tracks ac¬ 
quired from the stars’ com¬ 
puters. Haferkamp would 
not comment on specific 
songs that were stolen. 


According to local me¬ 
dia reports, the two hack¬ 
ers had attached a Trojan 
virus to an MP3 file that 
was then sent to the offi¬ 
cial addresses of the stars, 
their managers and their 
record companies. It is also 
alleged the hackers down¬ 
loaded a sexually compro¬ 
mising photo of one artist 
and used it to blackmail 
her. Haferkamp would not 
comment on which artist.

“gayer Oscars,” and releas¬ 
es the Where We Are on 
TV report, which tracks 


LGBT characters on net¬ 
work shows. 

This year’s report found 
that there were 23 gay and 
bisexual characters on 
scripted network TV out of 
a total of 600, up 3 per 
cent from last season’s 
shows. 

“The steady stream of 
negative portrayals and 
censorship of gay and les¬ 
bian lives on film and in 
television has given way to 
much more realistic and 
life-affirming depictions, 
such as this year’s The Kids 
Are All Right and TV’s 
Glee,” said Richard Jen¬ 
nings, a former president 
of GLAAD who received 
the first-ever Founders’

“I had hit rock bottom,” 
Uchitel, 35, said in a 
phone interview from Las 
Vegas this week. “I needed 
help and I didn’t know 
what was wrong with me.

O This simple pulled pork recipe has just three ingredients O Mashed potatoes complete a hearty meal 


This dish started as a three- 
ingredient slow cooker 
recipe. And I completely 
messed it up. 

Fd read another recipe 
that called for combining 
pork butt, a bottle of cola 


and a bottle of barbecue 
sauce in the slow cooker, 
then walking away. 

Seemed interesting, 
though the cola idea made 
me want to gag (and yes, I 
know lots of people cook 


with cola). 

I tried it, substituting a 
bottle of hard cider for the 
cola. It was great, except 
that after six hours in the 
slow cooker the sauce was 
still way too liquidy. I end¬ 


ed up dumping the whole 
thing into a saucepan and 
boiling it until the sauce 
was reduced and thick. 

That made me wonder 
why I bothered with the 
slow cooker at all. Why not 



just do the whole thing on 
the stovetop? It would be 
much faster, there would 
be less cleanup and it 
would solve my liquid is¬ 
sues. 

To make this new ap¬ 
proach work, I needed to 
change the cut of pork, but 
boneless (countiy-style) 
ribs worked just fine. And 
to make a meal of it, I tried 
the resulting quick-cook 
cider-barbecue pulled pork 
over mashed potatoes. It 
was amazing. Best yet, it 
was incredibly simple. 

Though this recipe calls 
for hard cider (sold along¬ 
side beer), sweet cider 
could be substituted. And 
while it isn't as quick as 
most weeknight recipes, it 
is almost entirely hands off. 

Cider-Barbecue Pulled 
Pork Over Mashed Pota¬ 
toes 

Preparation: 

I ln a large saucepan over 
medium-high, combine 
ribs, cider and barbecue 
sauce. Stir well, then 
bring to a boil. Reduce 
heat to maintain a 
steady simmer. Cook for 
1 hour to 1 1/4 hours or 
until the pork is very ten¬ 
der and the liquid is re¬ 
duced and thick. 

2 After 45 minutes, place 
potatoes in a medium 
saucepan. Add enough 
cold water to cover, then 
bring to a boil over 
medium-high heat. Cook

In most video games, 
“saving the Earth” 
means fighting off an 
alien invasion. But Fate 
of the World, the upcom¬ 
ing eco-conscious game 
from UK developers Red 
Redemption, has other 
ideas. 

In this new strategy 
game, players are given 
200 years to stop severe 
global warming by any 
means, from alternative 
energy sources, making 
policy decisions to de¬ 
stroying countries. 

Game director Matt 
Miles Griffiths warns of 
drastic consequences: 
“Gomputer gamers 
might think that wiping 
out the U.S. would solve 
some problems, but the 
loss of food production 
alone will send the 
world’s economy into a 
tailspin. And you run the 
risk of being tried as a 
war criminal... ” 

Based on scientific da¬ 


ta, the PG game - to be 
released February 2011 - 
shows how the world’s 
economic, environmen¬ 
tal and political prob¬ 
lems are interlinked. But 
it’s not a dry textbook. 
Here are four crazy yet 
possible scenarios: 

Melt the world 

Microscopic nano-robots 
might be cute, but take 
care they don’t replicate 
to make “red goo,” 
which breaks down 
everjdhing it touches at 
a molecular level, then 
spreads and spreads...

Question: What's the 
deal with soap nuts? 

I love that I can avoid 
plastic packaging by 
using them, but what 
are they actually 
made of? Are they 
natural and 
biodegradable? Or 
are they just 
condensed 
detergent?

oap nuts are a 
natural, 
biodegradable 
and petroleum- 
free laundry 
soap 

alternative. They grow 
on trees in Nepal and In¬ 
dia, but they’re not nuts; 
they’re actually a fruit. 
You might also see them 
sold as soapberries. The 
tree itself is from the 
genus Sapindus. (Think 
back to biology class.) 

Soap nuts contain 
large amounts of 
saponins in their shells, 
which are a natural sur¬ 
factant. Surfactants are 
compounds that lower 
the surface tension of a 
liquid, and so can be 
used as detergents or 
foaming agents. You can 
find soap nuts in many 


health food stores, organic 
grocers or online. All you 
do is add four or five of 
them, in a small cloth bag, 
to a load of dirty laundry. 
You can reuse that pouch 
of soap nuts for a few 
loads. 

My favourite solution 
for eco-friendly laundry 
soap is making my own 
liquid version from borax, 
washing soda and soap 
granules. 

See my recipe and com¬ 
plete do-it-yourself video 
at davidsuzuki.org. It only 
takes about 20 minutes to 
make a batch that will last 
you about a month and 
cost only a dollar a litre. 

I prefer the liquid 
recipe to powdered ver¬ 
sions because it works 
well in cold water, saving 
even more money on utili¬ 
ty bills. 

Another tip is to add 
about half a cup of baking 
soda to boost your whites 
instead of chlorine bleach.

O Climate change or human hunters? O Scientists 
debate why mammoths, woolly rhinos became extinct 


During the last ice age, 
shaggy mammoths, woolly 
rhinos and bison lumbered 
across northern Siberia. 
Then, about 10,000 years 
ago - in the span of a geo¬ 
logical heartbeat, or a few 
hundred years - the last of 
them disappeared. 

Many scientists believe 
a dramatic shift in climate 
drove these giant grazers 


to extinction. 

But two scientists who 
live year-round in the 
frigid Siberian plains say 
that man - either for food, 
fuel or fun - hunted the an¬ 
imals to extinction. 

Paleontologists have 
been squabbling for 
decades over how these an¬ 
imals met their sudden de¬ 
mise. The most persuasive 
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theories say it was human¬ 
ity and nature: Dramatical¬ 
ly warming temperatures 
caused a changing habitat 
and brought a migration of 
men armed with deep¬ 
piercing spears. 

No one knows for sure 
what set off global warm¬ 
ing back then - perhaps so¬ 
lar activity or a slight shift 
in the Earth's orbit. But, in 
an echo of the global 
warming debate today, 
Sergey Zimov, director of 
the internationally funded 
Northeast Science Station, 
and his son Nikita say man 
was the real agent of 
change. 

For the Siberian grasses 
to provide nutrition in 
winter, they needed to be 
grazed in summer to pro¬ 
duce fresh shoots in au¬ 
tumn. The hooves of 
millions of reindeer, elk 
and moose as well as the 
larger beasts also trampled 
choking moss, while their 
waste promoted the blos¬ 



soming of summer mead¬ 
ows. 

As the ice retreated at 
the end of the Pleistocene 
era - the final millennia 
of a 1.8-million-year-long 
epoch - it cleared the way 
for man's expansion into 
previously inaccessible 
lands, like this area bor¬ 
dering the East Siberia 
Sea. 


Northeastern Siberia, 
today one of the coldest 
and most formidable 
spots on the globe, was 
diy and free of glaciers. 
The ground grew thick 
with fine layers of dust 
and deca 5 dng plant life, 
generating rich pastures 
during the brief sum¬ 
mers. 

When humans arrived 


they hunted not only for 
food, but for the fat that kept 
the northern animals insulat¬ 
ed against the subzero cold, 
which the hunters burned for 
fuel, say the scientists. They 
may also have killed for pres¬ 
tige or for sport. 

The wholesale slaughter al¬ 
lowed the summer fodder to 
diy up and destroy the winter 
supply, they say. 

“We don't look at animals 
just as animals. We look at 
them as a system, with vege¬ 
tation and the whole ecosys¬ 
tem,” said the younger Zimov. 
“You don't need to kill all the 
animals to kill an ecosystem.” 

During the transition from 
the ice age to the modern cli¬ 
mate, global temperatures 
rose 5 degrees Celsius. But in 
Siberia's northeast the tem¬ 
perature soared 7 C in just 
three years, the elder Zimov 
said. 

The theory of human 
overkill is much disputed. Ad¬ 
vocates of climate theoiy say 
the warm, wet weather that 
accompanied the melting of 
glaciers spawned birch 
forests that overwhelmed the 
habitats of the grass eaters.

Edmonton and Area Land Trust Partners With Melcor 


T he new Larch Park development is breaking ground soon and Edmontonians will have the 
opportunity to envelop themselves in a community focused on green developments, natural 
preservation and a relationship with nature and neighbourhood. 

One of the interesting aspects about the Larch Park development is its commitment to the 
unique environment it merges into. Melcor, the developer for the region, took the initiative to 
work with conservation organizations in the city to protect the hanging wetlands and park area 
adjacent to the development. 

Melcor's goal was to incorporate the natural landscape with the new community. One of 
these organizations is the Edmonton and Area Land Trust (EALT). 

Pam Wight first came in contact with Melcor three years ago when they approached the EALT 
to have the land preserved for the benefit of the immediate residents and citizens. 

Wight and other members of the Land Trust are keenly aware of the unique ecosystem 
adjacent to the development area. 


much they've been going to bat working with us." 

Keeping the land protected in perpetuity means the land is safe from future development and 
will have higher safeguards protecting the area and its vicinity. 

"They used volunteers a great deal, and are efficient with scarce resources when it comes to 
stewarding, making sure weeds are minimized as well as monitoring," said Wight. 

One of the surprising outcomes of the relationship between Melcor and EALT is a program 
developed by King's University College and Wight. One of the professors from the college 
contacted EALT about finding a project for a group of environmental students that has meaning 
for them. 

"In effect, the students are learning how to do consulting work through a project. They're 
being given something that matters and has volume," she said. 


"We are particularly interested in that land because it is so special," said Wight. 


Wight has also spearheaded an online gallery for the Edmonton area that showcases the 
artwork and photography of local enthusiasts passionate about our natural landscape.

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Gay, bisexual 
students bullied 
at school: Study 

O Homophobic attitudes create social barriers O But 
many schools are turning a blind eye to harassment 


David Jason was in Grade 4 
when the bull 3 dng began. 

His self-described femi¬ 
nine mannerisms and 
“high, squeaky” voice at¬ 
tracted the attention of his 
classmates who began to 
ask him why he was gay. 

By Grade 6, those class¬ 
mates had graduated to 
hurling homophobic slurs, 
with “faggot” being the 
most common. 

The next two years saw 
Jason’s enthusiasm for aca¬ 
demics wane under the 
stress of the escalating ver¬ 
bal taunts and occasional 
physical harassment from 
his peers. French class was 
the scene of constant mut¬ 
tering, and the back of his 
head became a frequent 


target for balls of paper 
and other projectiles. 

He transferred to a 
school well outside his 
Toronto neighbourhood in 
the hope of getting a fresh 
start, but encountered on¬ 
ly new tormentors and 
staff who turned a blind 
eye when he was heckled 
or shoved into lockers. 

When a vice-principal 
urged him to transfer to 
the Triangle Program, a 
Toronto high school cater¬ 
ing solely to lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, queer and trans- 
gendered youth, he was 
apathetic. 

“1 was suffering so 
much from a depression 
that I was thinking, ‘Fine, 1 
may as well go, because 


there at least 1 can be hat¬ 
ed for something other 
than being gay,”’ the 19- 
year-old said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

The move proved a 
turning point for Jason, 
who credits the school for 
restoring his confidence 
and helping him accept his 
bisexuality. Still, he de¬ 
plores the necessity for 
such a program and the 
mainstream school system 
that has allowed homo¬ 
phobia to flourish. 

New research suggests 
Jason’s experience is far 
from unique. A study from 
gay rights activist organiza¬ 
tion Egale Canada and the 
University of Winnipeg 
found gay and straight stu¬

dents alike witnessed simi¬ 
lar bullying in their high 
schools on a daily basis. 

The study, which sur¬ 
veyed 3,600 secondary 
school students across 
Canada, found nearly half 
of respondents reported 
hearing homophobic slurs 
on a daily basis. 

Of the 14 per cent of 
students who identified as 
LGBTd (lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, trans or queer), two- 
thirds said they did not 
feel safe in their school en¬ 
vironment and 51 per cent 


said they had been verbal¬ 
ly harassed over their sex¬ 
ual orientation. More than 
a fifth of LGBTQ, respon¬ 
dents said they had been 
physically bullied. 

Children of LGBTd par¬ 
ents were at particularly 
high risk of verbal or phys¬ 
ical harassment, Taylor 
said, adding 45 per cent of 
such students received un¬ 
wanted sexual attention. 
Many of the students were 
persecuted despite being 
straight themselves. 

Such homophobic atti¬ 


tudes create social barriers 
that many students strug¬ 
gle to overcome, she said. 

The latest research 
came as no surprise to 
teacher Anthony Grandy, 
who said Triangle’s very 
existence starkly illus¬ 
trates the severity of the 
problem. 

The staff take pride in 
the work they do and the 
students they work with, 
but would love to see a day 
where their support was 
not necessaiy, he said.

For Favre, it was the lat¬ 
ter case. 

On the third play of the 
game yesterday. Moats 
came flying oflf the right 
edge and blindsided Favre 
just as he was about to 
throw a pass. The 250- 
pound linebacker flattened 
Favre, landing on top of 
him as he drove the quar¬ 
terback into the turf 

The pass fluttered and 
was intercepted by Drayton 
Florence, and Favre was 
slow to get up. He staggered 
to the sidelines and was re¬ 
placed by Tarvaris Jackson 
on the next series. 

“He took a pretty good 
lick in the back as he was 
coming back and getting 
ready to throw the ball.” 
said running back Adrian 
Peterson, who picked up 
the slack with 107 yards 
and three TDs. “I know that 
didn’t feel good.”
